Awiul Calamities. 

Tho telegraph bring3 intelligonco of 
tho occurronco of anothor frightiul 
tornado in tho West India Islands. 
On tho 27th of last month, it will bo 
romomborod, a storm of terrible vio- 
lence burst ovor tho British West 
India island of St. Thomas, dostroyt 
ing tho town and tho shipping, dovns* 
tating the agricultural districts and 
cuusing tho death of hundroda of 
human boings. Scarcely had tho public 
mind recovered from tho shock occa- 
sioned by tho fearful tidiugs of that 
calamity, when news of a catastrophe 
iar exceeding in awful violonco and 
disastrous effects any that has pro 
coded it, is recoivod. A dospatch from 
Havana, datod the 15th inst., statos 
that Cuba was swept by a hurri- 
cuno. Two thousand lives wore lost, 
four thousand families mado dostitnte, 
and the crops destroyed. The steam- 
ship company's loss is set down at 
Sl2,000,UOO— probably in rtoamers, 
wharves, &o. In addi.ion to this sad 
cataloguo of losses, a dospatch of the 
10th s'ates that tho galo was felt in all 
its ferocity on tho Spanish island of 
Porto Rico, whero thirty nino thousand 
buildings woro totally destroyed and 
many otho-s rondored uninhabitable. 
Tho lo^s of lifo is not Btated, but it 
was, no doubt, fearful. Tho crowning 
honor, however, was onactod at the 
island of Toriuga. This island must 
not bo confounded with tho English 
island of Tortuga, in tho Carriboan 
Sea, nor with tho island of Tortugas, 
off tho coast cf Florida, owned by tho 
Americans and used by them as a 
ponal colony fi>r porsons convicted of 
political offences— tho assassination 
conspirators boing among tho prison- 
ers confined there. Tho islund roforrod 
to is situated on tho northwostorly 
coast of Hayti, from which it is dis- 
tant five miles. It bolongs to Spain 
und is a dependency of Cuba, soparatod 
from that islund by tho Windward 
Channol, through which 3teamors 
bound to or from Now Yo^k with 
California passongors invariably sail. 
Tho island is about twenty milos long 
by eight in width. Its products are 
coffoo, tobacco and sugar. To ono ac 
quainted with the density of tho pop- 
ulation of the West Indies, tho largo 
number of human boings (10,000) said 
to bavo been on this small Island at 
the time of tho calamity will not 
appear an exaggeration. Tho wind 
aod tide acting togot.hor sooms to havo 
overwhelmed tho fertile little spot, 
and when tho waters suDsidod — which 
they probably did with the change of tide 
— not a living thing was left to tell the tale. 
Rich and poor, high and low, man and 
brute— all had found a common grave in 
tho waters of the Atlantic Ocean. Ten 
thousand people — a number as large as 
the white population of Paget Sound and 
Britir-b Columbia combined — eugulphed ! 
History furnishes parallel cased. The 
sunken cities of the Mediterranean, which 
before Christ settled down in the sea 
with every living crcaturo ; the destruc- 
tion by an earthquake of Lisbon, and the 
swallowing up of 30,000 of its inhabitants, 
who had lied to tho wharves to escape 
beinu; crashed beneath tho falling walls ; 
the catastrophe in the Indian Sea, last 
year, where an island was split in two by 
an earthquake and sunk, with many others, 
furnish instances in point. But the mind 
is never guarded against horrors The 
examples furnished by history do not 
lessen the misery inflicted, nor render less 
severe the shock occasioned by a know- 
ledge of the fact that only a few days ago 
an entire community woro at a single 
blow sent to their dread account by a 
catastrophe that no human agency could 
not have averted or human sagacity fore- 
told. 

The oldest remnant of mortality extant 
is the skeleton of one of the earlier Pha- 
raohs, incased in one of its original burial 
robes, und wonderfully peifuct considering 
its age, which was deposited about eigh- 
teen or twenty months ago in tlio British 
Museum, and is jusily considered tho 
most valuable ol its archaeological treas- 
ures. The lid of the coffiu which contain- 
ed the royal mummy was inscribed by the 
name of its occupant, Pharaoh Mykermius 
who succeeded the heir of the builder of 
the great pyramid about two centuries 
before Christ. Only think of it ; the 
monarch whoso crumbling bo-ies and 
leathery integuments are now exciting 
tho wonder of numerous gazers in Loudon 
reigned in Egypt before Abraham was 
born, und only about two centuries or so 
after Mizrairo, the grandson of old father 
Noah and the first of tho Pharaohs had 
beeu gathered to his fathers.

London, Nov 13 — Private advicos from 
Paris represent many politioal arrests by the 
police. Thoro is a rumoreJ existence of a 
secret sicioty of a political character, and it 
is repotted that government mado these ar- 
rests in consequence. 

Pauis, Nov 13 — Tho Emperor's last Dote 
lor a propo3od general conference to ee'tle 
tho Roman que3tiou, does not suggest any 
definite plan. 

London, Nov 14.— Tho London Times 
editorially comments on the last note nf Mcn- 
abra anil declares the abolition of tho Pope's 
temporal power is essential to tho preaorva, 
lion of pence, and calls it Italy's ultimatum 
to Franco. 

Paris, Nov 14. — Previous to tho depart- 
ure of tho French troops from Rume tho Pope 
received the staff odicors at tho Vatican 
and addressed them in a feeling manner, ex- 
pressing his gratitude to Franco and the 
Emperor for tho doliveranco ol the Holy See. 
Ho was grieved that ftaly harbors anarchists 
against It>me. Their banners wero in- 
norjbod with "rapine" and ' devastation," 
while the valor of the Pontifical troops, wb'cb 
so saccesslully defended tho soil of the 
church. The French army are crowned with 
splendid honors. The Popo concluded by 
saying ho hud tho consolulinn of receiving 
the sincere expressions of Catnolic sympathy 
from all parts of the world. Ho then gave 
tho apostolic blessing to the armies, people 
and Emperor of France. 

London, Nov 14. — Maguire, ono of tho Gve 
prisoners convicted of tho murder of Man- 
chester policemen, has been pardontd. 
Magoiro stoutly maintained his innocence 
throughout. 

Tho bullion in the Bank of England has 
d.'creased £<J 10 000 since the 7th. 

Dense fog and no meteors were seen. 

London, Nov 14. — Lite despatches from 
Italy state that the leeling against tho French 
has readied a perfect /urorc. The authori- 
ties have taken precautions to prevent an 
outbreak, which is imminent. French 
tr. ops have been sent to Oivita Vecchia. 
Victor Emmanuel and Minister Lenabra are 
very unpopular. Uatnzzi, the lormor Premier, 
has openly joined the radical party. The 
King has called out the reserve army and 
ordered tho formation of three large camps. 
Garibaldi is still closely coufiuod. 



Eastern states. 

Nmv York, Nov 13. — It is rumored that 
Vandirbilt will be President of tho New 
Vork Central Railroad. 

The steamerB Arago and Fulton havo been 
chartered by tho Nicaragua Co to run 
hence to Aspinwsll. 

Richmond, Nov Id.— Chief Justico Chase 
arrived aud presides in tho Court to-day. 
Jell' Davis is expected on the 23d. 

Detroit, Mich., Nov 14. — Professor Wat - 
son, ol tlie Michigan observatory, reports a 
fino display of meteors this morning. Not- 
withstanding tho light of tho full moon he 
counted 1500 hourly: The number actually 
visible wus much greater. 

New York, Nov 14 — There has been a 
good display of meteors; the greater portion 
between three and five o'clock this morning. 



Second Despatch. 

Terrible ISiirriciine. 

Havana, Niv. 15 — A terrible hurricane 
visited the southern portion of the Island 
und destroyed all crops. Two thousand lives 
were lost. Four thousand families were 
mudo destitute. 

Toriuga was completely submerged by the 
flood on tbe day succeeding the late gale. 
Ten thousand lives reported lost.

The general upheaving gives warning 
of a grand eruption.

Servant Girls ami the Fenians. 



A monster meeting of tho servant girls, 
generally, of Troy, N. Y., wus held thero 
on tuonduv night for the explicit purpose 
of protesting against any further eontri 
butions to the Fenians exchequer in the 
present dilapidated state of that cause. 
The meeting was suggested by u private 
announcement, received on Friday, and 
since made public at Cleveland, that an 
official appeal was to be made to this 
clans in particular, and the women of 
America in general, by the Cleveland 
congress of Fenians, to come at once and 
liberally to the financial uid of the organi- 
zation . 

The chambermads resolved : 

First — That they had not the slightest 
interest in the capture of Canada, and 
that they could not discern the propriety 
or fitness of tho policy that would free 
Ireland through tho reduction of the New 
Dominion. 

Second .— They had now for several 
years poured out most freely of their small 
means — the scanty results of hard nod 
honest toil — to sincerely nid in the libera- 
tion of Biin from the shackles of domina- 
tion, und had sinco those earnings thrown 
away and wasted by officials on tho mcr« 
os', frivolities in the city of New York, 
and on so-called military campaigns, 
which hud no foundation, either in sense, 
practicability, or even well grounded 
prospective snrcess. 

Third. — Up to this timo all the money 
and munitions so lavishly furnished by 
the friends of the Fenian cause, in the 
United States, throughout this and other 
countries, has been criminally diverted 
from their original purposes, and wasted 
without stint. 

Fourth, — That they would under no 
possible circumstances contribute any 
further aid to the cause until they were 
assured beyond the peradventuro of a 
doubt that such aid would be used in the 
maintenance of an army whoso objective 
point should be Ireland, and Ireland alone. 
It was also recommended that similar 
meetings should be everywhere held." 

Tho above embraces the spirit of the 
resolutions. The gathering wus of course 
a novel one, but the proceedings were 
conducted in a very orderly and proper 
manner, tho organization being similar to 
that of ull public meetings. To be sure, 
made up as thu singular conclave almost 
wholly was of the female brogueish serv- 
ant element, there were many amusing 
informalities, both of action and of speech, 
but tbe intent of the meeting, as above 
set forth, was firmly adhered to und 
earnestly and conspicuously evident. 
The convention was tho r. suit of a com- 
mon understanding among the servant 
girls, and tho issuance of a private cir- 
cular. 

At a future meeting it is proposed to 
adopt an address in answer to the one to 
be sent out from Cleveland by tho Fenian 
congress uow in session there.

Alaska Items. 



A gentleman who visitod Alaska in the 
J. L. Stephens has furniabed ua with the 
following items oonnuolod with the trip and 
country : 

We arrived at New Archangel, on Wed- 
nesday, Oct. Shu, at about 2 o'clock p.m., all 
safe and euuml, nod everything lovely. We 
were somewhat disappointed that the Oasipee 
had not arrival]. Found this a little the 
worse looking place I ever had the pleasure (?) 
of visiting. The town is built in a peifect 
marsh, lying- right under high hills and moun- 
tains. The buildings aro formod of square 
hewn timber or logs, and excepting that ihey 
must bo warm, are the moat uncomfortable 
hou§ea I have Been. The inhabitants are 
very kind, and I believo wuro inclined to be 
hospitable ami to liko Americans; but things 
have somewhat chungod, and I think they 
look upon us now as interlopers. Tbere is, 
howevor, sutne vory good socicly of well- 
educated Ru-iaiaus. The Governor, Prince 
MaksnutofF, and lady, are very kind; both 
speak very good English and are disposed to 
bj sociable I may also mention, Captain 
Oavrischelf and lady, and their daughter, Miss 
Leliu, formerly at school in Victoria ; also 
Mr and Mm IvauholT, who are very kind and 
foud nf company. Ttio Osaipeo arrived hero 
on Friday, the 18th lost., with the American 
and Russian Commissioners, and the transfer 
was completed on the same day. The Rus- 
sian flig got caught as it was being lowered 
(as though it did not like the change), but it 
was soon removed, and the etars aud stripes 
went up wiih a lull round of cheera from the 
assemblage. 

There is considerable misunderstanding id 
regard to tbe right of properly here, Gen. 
Davis claiming all ihe Company's houseB. 
and intending immediately to use them for 
quarters. Borne ol the employes of tbe 
Company claim ibo houses iu which they 
reside as lheir own, and I thiuk tbe Genera 
will respect their claim. There are very 
few Americana here, independent of the 
army and navy ollicers. Among the Vic- 
torians I notice Mr VVtn. Kolil, Mr L. Bos- 
cowitz. Mr J. A. McCroa, Mr O'Dwyer, Mr 
Shirpser, and Malowant-ki. The latter arrived 
in schooner I angley. The schooner was seized 
by Capl. Howard, of the Lincoln, but has 
been released by Mr Dod^e, the Collector of 
the Port. Mr Baker ia bere from San Fran- 
oisoo; he came up to make a transfer of all 
Ihe Russian Company's properly, goods, Sto.; 
but owing to some misunderstanding in San 
Francisco, the transfer will not bo made at 
present. 

It rains all tbe lime, and the side-wdks 
ore consequently horrid. We stay in doors 
most of the lime. I attended tbe Greek 
Church the Oral Sunday after arrival (our 
Saturday.) Their religion is somewhat like 
the Roman Catholic, differing in ibis that 
they deny ihe supremacy of tbe Pope and 
Prieaie; aro allowed to marry once, but uot a 
eecond time. The ceremonies are conducted 
in ihe Sclavonic laDgunge, which appears to 
be perfectly understood by t ho congregation 
There are no seals in the Uhurch— ibo coc« 
grei'ation all standing. There were, I should 
think, at least eight biehops, priests or assist- 
ants, who conducted the ceremonies. The 
music was delightful. I was much surpris-. d 
when I learned that the siegers were all boys. 
I never saw a religious ceremony where 
I was so much impressed by the devout man- 
ner and apparent fervor of the members 
Their contributions to the charituble fund 
nfe large O.i entering ttc church, there is 
a desk on the right hnud side, at which 
elands a clerk who receives tho donations. 
The only persons I noticed who did not 
contribute were the strangers. There is 
also un Indian Greek Church and a Chupel in 
the Bishop's house. Then thtro is the 
Lutheran Church, in consequence of no 
aosonce of any priest ol that d, nomination 
the use of it was obtained for Rev. Mr 
Rayner, Chaplain ol the Army So wo have 
barTa little of nu^'own style of worship and 
on our own Sunday, and listened to a very 
excellent Bermnn on both occasions.
